1, Om 6 dune 1950 about 2,000 Soviet officers, mlisted mm and technicians 
paraded on the Nine September Strest in Varna, 


20 Approximately 1,400 MGB persomel arrived in Bulgar aria and ere extended to the 
Yugoslav border as far as Petrich, other “hunter” units are expected. 


3. The Soviets coutrol railroad movements north and northwest of Simeonovgrad. 


4 Since 1 June the Army Commission ic making a census of horses, mules and 
horse«drawn vehicles. 


5. Since 1 June officers of the Navy, Air Force and armored units were called 
for training. On 1 Harch medical officers and murses were called. 


6. All reserve officers and enlisted men were notified to be ready in case of 
mobilization. 


7e The Commanding Officer of 8 Bulgarian Division, Major General Shterio 
Atanasov, returned from a. USSR training course, On 28 May he and his 
steff visited Malke Gradiste. 


8 On 25 June military train vith troops, four tanks, ten large covered guns

15, All Communist Party menbers, particularly villagers are organized along 
military lines with enphasis on rifle practice, It is rumored that helmets 
Will be issued end the Commmist Party will become an army, Allegedly arms and 


uniforms are kept at home in case of an emergency. 
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
